A fugitive warrant for Smith 
was issued Thursday on order 
of U. S. District Attorney Henry 
Schwarz, authorizing a nation- 
wide manhunt by the FBI. No 
one has lived in the trailer 
since the shooting. 

The mobile home is in the 
Lake Drive Mobile Home Park 
on Long Lake near Pontoon 
Beach. Residents of the park 
reported the home exploded 
and a 30-foot high flame flared 
through the roof. A young 
man wearing dark pants and 


an undershirt was seen running 
from the rear of the trailer 
following: the explosion. ~ 

Walls Blown Out 

The window air conditioner 
was blown out by the initial 
blast and sections of the roof 
and walls of the living room 
section were blown outward. 
Glass from the windows was 
blown outward as far as 25 feet. 

The ensuing fire completely 
gutted the inside of the unit 
and melted the walls in the 
center of the home. 

Long Lake firemen arrived 
shortly after the explosion and 
fought the blaze for two hours. 
At 7:15 p.m. Sunday they were 
called back when fire started 
again in the rear of the trailer. 

Deputies of Madison County 
Sheriff's Department said the 
explosion apparently was not 
caused by a gas leak as the 
center of the blast was in the 
living room and the stove had 


not exploded. The home was 
electrically heated. 

Several 5-gallon cans and a 
gasoline can found near the 
home were taken by deputies 
as evidence. 

The mobile home of Michael 
Reed, lot 9, which is immedi- 
ately south of Smith’s home, 
was damaged. Several windows 
were broken and the aluminum. 
siding was buckled. The home 
on the north, owned by Donald 
Sprinot, lot 5, also sustained 
damage from the explosion and 
smoke. 2 

Smith’s’ auto, which had been 
pushed next to the home after’ 
Smith abandoned the vehicle, 
was extensively damaged. Sev- 
eral windows of the car were 
blown inward and the left side 
was burned.

GC Steel Defends Air Control Acts 


Granite City Steel Co. has 
spent more than $4 million on 
air quality contro! facilities of 
its basic oxygen furnace sys- 
tem and has taken more par- 
ticulate matter out of the air 
than any other single air pollu- 
tion control measure in the bi- 
state metropolitan region, the 
Illinois Air Pollution Control 
Board was told in its hearing of 
air pollution charges against the 
steel firm. 

During hearing sessions 
Thursday and Friday, Donald 
Cairns, vice-president of the 
steel firm, again was the princi- 
pal witness. Arthur Kuhlman, 
manager of plant operations, 
was called to the stand Friday 
to testify on methods of main- 
taining ‘and sealing doors on 
coke ovens at the blast plant. 

Hearings are scheduled to re- 
sume in the city hall here 
Thursday and Friday, June 17 
and 18, and will be held again 
on Thursday and Friday, June 
24 and 25. If the time is re- 
quired, the hearings also will 
continue through the week of 
June 28 to July 2. Attorneys for 
both the state and the steel 
company said all of the nine 
scheduled sessions will be re- 
quired. 

Carins testified Thursday 
that there are no known meth- 
ods of decreasing air pollution 
from steel-producing operations 
that are not now being utilized 
by Granite City Steel Co. 

During the close of prosecu- 
tion examination Cairns testi- 
fied that there is “no chance of 
leakage” from the hydrochloric 
acid used in the pickling tanks 
at the rolling and - blooming 
mills. 

He was charged with with- 
holding records requested by 
Herbert L. Caplan, assistant 
state attorney general repre- 


tection Agency. Cairns replied 
that the records requested, in- 
cluding maintenance and em- 
ployment files dealing with the 
operation of the coke ovens, 
were not available in summary 
form and that Caplan was wel- 
come to examine them at the. 
company office.

Caplan asked for an admis- 
sion from the defense that the 
company has filed no requests 
for permits since 1967 for re-

YMCA "Hunger Crusade’ Program in 
India Helps Raise Living Standard 


Anyone who still thinks of the 
YMCA as merely a basketball 
court and a swimming pool 
should take’ a look at the 
YMCA’s Hunger Crusade in 
India which is helping thous- 
ands of rural villagers attain 
better standards of living, 
Charles Hasse, Youth Director 
of the Tri-City Area YMCA 
said today. 

Working in cooperation with 
World Neighbors, the Indian 
YMCA has set up 69 Hunger 
Crusade centers providing vil- 
lagers with programs in food 
production, family planning, 
and environmental control, Mr. 
Hasse said. 


India is a country of ‘more 
than a half a million small vil- 
lages, Mr. Hasse pointed out, 
and about 70% of all India’s 
people still earn their living 
from the land—in most cases a 
very small part of the land, at 
that, Further complicating ‘the 
problem is the continued explo- 
sion of the country’s population, 
Mr.” Hasse said. 

The Y's Hunger Crusade is 
led by Y Director M. A. Sam- 
uels who has trained 3,335 vol- 
unteers to help him. 


Youths Become Involved 

Most of the volunteers are 
young. Many had come to re- 
gard ‘revolution as the only an- 
swer to India’s rural problems 
until Mr. Samuels showed them 
how: to get involved. Now they 
‘spend long hours planting seed 
nurseries. Later they take the 
plants to homes and work with 
families in preparing garden 
plots and getting the plants into 
the soil 


Hundreds more work with vil- 
lagers to build roads and dig 
wells, while talking with them 
about nutrition and family plan- 
ning. 

Villagers are taught how to 
raise poultry, breed rabbits or 
keep bees—simple _ industries 
that can double or triple family 
income.

Required Procedure 

These include the proper 
maintenance of oven doors, 
proper charging and leveling 
procedures, charging the ovens 
during an entrance of steam to 
push most of the smoke into a 
collector, collecting and clean- 
ing the coke oven gases, utiliz~ 
ing the gas to reheat the ovens 
and exhausting the excess gas 
through a flare stack which 
burns volatile substances. 

Cairns said also that the 
charging hole lids at the top of 
the ovens, which are removed 
when coal is introduced, are 
sealed with clay or pitch to 
avoid leaks. No better method 
of sealing the lids is known, he 
said. He said screw-in or lock- 
ing tops were tested and found 
unsatisfactory because of puffs 
of hot gas when the tops: were 
opened which endangered em- 
ployes. 

He continued that there are 
no known ways to control 
emissions from the quench 
tower, the blast furnace, the 
basic’ oxygen furnace or the 
blooming mill which were not 
in use at the local plant. 

New Control Planned 

He added that emissions from 
the sinter plant can be con- 
trolled by a bag house and 
such a facility has been or- 
dered. Construction on it will 
begin. in about 30 days. The bag 
house will cost $150,000 and will 
take several months to con- 
struct, Cairns said. 

The new facility will collect 
dust emissions from the main 
wind box which pulls air 
through the sinter bed and the 
sinter breaker process, which 
breaks the iron ore-laden sin- 
ters into particles small enough 
to be used by the blast fur- 
naces. 

Cairns also testified that the 
company has installed an elec- 
trostatic precipitator for basic 
oxygen furnace gas and has 
converted from seven open- 
hearth furnaces to two basic 
oxygen facilities since 1966 in 
and effort to reduce air pollu 
tion. He also said that an ex- 
cess blast furnace gas bleeder 
burner stack is planned this 
year to burn volatile substances 
out of the gas emitted from 
that facility. 

New Stack Proposed 

The $250,00 proposed stack 
will be constructed when a 
shut-down of either of the fur- 
naces is necessary for repair 
or replacement, he said.

A few of the newcomers 
went into business, but the 
majority found jobs in the 
steel mills. Deeply reli- 
gicus, fond of wit and 
music, Welshmen were 
soon numbered among the 
most valuable citizens of 
the community. 

According to the U. S. Cen- 
sus, Granite City had 9,903 in- 
haibtants in 1910. 

Local authorities thought this 
figure inaccurate and, upon in- 
vestigation, they discovered 
that the census taker bdd over- 
looked two wards which con- 
tained about 1,150 residents. 
Nevertheless, the official count 
remained 9,903. 

McKinley Bridge, named for 
W. B. McKinley, U. S. senator 
for Illinois and president of the 
Mlinois Traction Company, was 
opened formally on Nov. 10, 
1910. 

Within several months, ITC 
streetcars were running be- 
tween Granite City and down- 
town St. Louis at five cents per 
ride. 

It was predicted this service 
would have two adverse effects 
on Granite City economy: (1) 
the number of persons who 
worked in Granite City and 
lived in St. Louis would be in- 
creased; (2) St. Louis stores 
would attract hundreds of shop- 
pers from Granite City. The 
latter proved true. 

By 1913, reliable surveys in- 
dicated that about 70% of all 
wages earned in Granite City 
were spent in St. Louis. 

But for some unaccounta- 
ble reason, the army of 
commuters diminished af- 
ter the opening of McKin- 
ley Bridge. 

‘This unexpected trend 
tripped off a boom in Gran- 
ite City real estate. One 
dealer sold 350 lots in six 
weeks’ time. 

Dr. F. E. Tulley’s new “com- 
bination touring, outing and 
sleeping car” had all Granite 
City agog in the spring of 1911. 

Specially constructed in ac- 
cordance with the doctor's spe- 
cifications, the vehicle, as de- 
scribed in the Press-Record: 

~ Is set on a 40-horse- 
power interstate chassis and 
greatly resembles the new 
torpedo-shaped body now much 
in vogue, and is painted a bat- 
tleship grey with black stripes 
and trimmings. In the daytime 
the seats are arranged in the 
usual manner, but at night they 
can be folded down and made 
into a comfortable bed with 
ample room for two. 

“The machine carries its own* 
electric plant . . . All modern 
equipment is also carried such 
as a_ speedometer, electric 
clock, grademeter, pathfinder, 
ete.” 

M. E. Kirkpatrick, a 
young steelworker, ran as 
an independent candidate 
for mayor against Joe 
Krauth and John E. Kela- 
han in the election of April, 
1911. Krauth received 649 
vetes, Kelahan 741 and 
Kirkpatrick, 851. 

Re-elected in 1912 and 
many times _ thereafter 
Mayor Kirkpatrick proved 
himself a geod administra- 
tor rather than a suave 
politician adept in expedi- 
encies. 

His victories led to almost 
permanent inclusion of a third- 
party ticket in local elections. 

“Voters consequently were 
freed from- the straight-jacket 
of Tweedledum-Tweedledee two- 
party politics and its inevitable 
by-preducts of waste and cor- 
ruption, an observor of the era 
commented, 

The Washington Airdome, an 
outdoor theater built in 1911, 
enabled playgoers, jitney show 
enthusiasts and, later, movie 
fans to remain comfortable on 
hot nights. 

Among the less obscure 
troupes that appeared at the 
airdome was the Daily Stock 
Company, which attracted ca- 
pacity audiences in 1914 and 
1915. .

Lack of funds caused the 
Lutheran Hospital to close in 
June 1911. For several months 
sick and injured had to be 
transported over bumpy roads 
to St. Louis. 

But in September, the Rev. 
Peter Kaenders- of St. Mark’s 
Church in Venice bought the 
hospital and placed it, in charge 
of the Sisters of St. Francis. On 
October 16, the institution was 
re-dedicated as St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital. 

The community aquired a 
new post office and a public li- 
brary in 1912. The latter was 
opened in rented quarters on 
Dec. 16, with 300 volumes 
which had been contributed at 
a “book shower” sponsored by 
the Granite City Women’s Club, 

John B. Judd was the prin- 
cipal. benefactor of the young 
institution. 

The first board of directors, 
appointed by Mayor Kirkpat- 
rick, consisted gf Mrs. Maud 
Champion, Mrs. Lulu Leyden, 
Mrs, Carrie Stewart, Mrs. Olive 
B. Stallings, James T. Bram- 
lette, Prof. L. P. Frohardt, 
John B. Judd, Daniel J. Mur- 
phy and William F. Mooré, 
Miss Nina Steinhelper was the 
first librarian. 

An eight-hour day, accom- 
panied by an increase in hourly 
wages was adopted in many 
departments of the Common- 
wealth and Granite City steel 
plants in 1912. 

Economists and labor 
leaders watched the experi- 
ment with keen interest be- 
cause spokesmen for the 
steel industry had  con- 
tended unanimously that a 
workday of less than 12 
hours would disrupt produc- 
tion. 

Several months later, R. 
A. Bull, superintendent of 
the Commonwealth Steel 
Plant, told members of the 
American Foundrymen’s As- 
sociation that the eight-hour 
day “had proved wholly suc- 
cessful. 

Bull reported that plant ef- 
ficiency had been enhanced ap- 
preciably through elimination 
of waste caused by fatigued 
employees and a reduction in 
the lime required to complete 
units of work. Savings in man- 
hours and materials had more 
than offset wage increases. 

The American Steel Foundry 
suspended production in winter 
of 1913, throwing 1,600 men out 
of work and incidentally setting 
the stage for a celebrated labor 
case. 

In April 1914, 
started up ag: hiring about 
350 workers at hourly wages 
two to nine cents lower than 
they had been at the time of 
the shut down. 

Tri-City Central Trades Coun- 
cil demanded restoration of the 
former .wage scale, but the 
management refused to arbi- 
trate. On April 22, the trades 
council called a strike. Pickets 
and strikebreakers clashed. 

In May, the management re- 
quested the U. S. District at 
Springfield to issue an. injunc- 
tion against the trades council 
and its pickets, on the grounds 
that the council was an unlaw- 
ful conspiracy and_ picketing, 
peaceful or otherwise, an un- 
lawful practice.

From April 1944 to June 1946, 
he was a physician in the-U, S. 
Navy based with the naval 
forces on Iwo, Jima and in other 
areas of the Pacific Theatre. 

For many years he was wide- 
ly known as the ‘“‘mill doctor,’’ 
serving in the capacity of medi- 
cal director at Granite City 
Steel Co., and head of the plant 
dispensary. He held the post of 
chief of staff at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital in 1960. 

His. professional associations 
included membership in the Tri- 
City Medical Society; the Illinois 
State Medical Society; Ameri- 
can Medical Association; Amer- 
ican Fracture Association; and 
the Industrial Surgeons Associ- 
ation. 

Dr. Bowers was a past presi- 
dent of the Madison County 
Medical Society and a former 
delegate to the state medical 
organization. His fraternities 
were Sigma Chi and Phi Chi, 
both medical affiliated groups.

The Rev. James Hayward 
Terry, former vicar of St. 
Bartholomew’s Episcopal 
Church, Granite City, and St. 
Thomas’ ‘Church, Glen Carbon, 
died Feb. 27 at the Veteran’ 
Administration Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Burial was at 
Arlington National Cemetery on 
March 5 with full military 
honors, 

Bom in Quincy, Rev. Terry 
came to East St. Louis as-a 
small child during World War I 
and grew up there. From 1927 
to 1930 he studied at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and in 1933 
he graduated from Nashotah 
House, being ordained a deacon 
and priest in 1933 and 1934. 

In 1936, after serving two 
years at St. Bartholomew's, 
Granite City, and St. Thomas’ 
Church; he left ‘this area to be 
priest-in-charge of the Las 
Vegas (Mission) Field in Neva- 
da, and in 1938 became rector 
of St. James’ Church, Kent, 
Wash. 

In 1941 he entered the Army 
chaplaincy and served in Alas- 
ka, Germany, Persia, Egypt,

of the Big Red Division, Fort 
Riley, Kan. 

Upon retirement from the 
Army, he became rector of 
Christ Church, Washington,

cy in 1966. In this capacity he 
served at the West Side Veter- 
ans’ Hospital, Chicago, until 
forced to retire by serious ill- 
ness. He was largely confined 
to the hospital from his retire- 
ment in July 1970 until his 
death.

Will the General Assembly 
approve a bill legalizing bingo 
tor charitable, non-profit 
groups? It has passed the House 
and was approved 19-2 last week 

y the Senate executive com- 
mittee. 

Will Gov. Ogilvie sign the 
bingo legislation if it passes? 
These were among the unan- 
swered questions ‘as the six- 
month session resumed today at 
Springfield, Adjournment is to 
occur on Wednesday, June 30, 
and it is planned to operate 
seven days a week until then. 

The Senate has passed a strict 
bill to curb drunkens driving, 
and the House on Saturday 
passed a weak measure on the 
same issue, dealing with im- 
plied consent for intoxication 
tests. 

The House approved a 20% 
boost in workman’s compensa- 
tion benefits. 92-38, extending 
coverage to state’ and local 
government employes and non- 
elected officials. It also okayed 
a 20% increase in unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

The House voted to delay 
county board redistricting until 
1972, provide health insurance 
for state employes and ban rail- 
road crossing delays exceeding 
10 minutes. It delayed, until fall, 
a requirement for statewide 
voter registration. 

The House on Friday adopted 
109-27 a $30 million increase in 
state aid for dual common 
school districts.

Editorial Asseciation 


Disillusioned Sports Star Sees 
Unconcern, Mediocrity and Myths 


(First of two parts) 

Athletes - turned - writers like 
Jim Bouton, baseball pitcher, 
and Dave Megyessey, football 
lineman, have voiced extreme 
disillusionment with profession- 
al sports, 

Now, two more voices have 
been heard—Bill Bradley of the 
New York basketball Knicks 
and Gale Sayers of the Chicago 
football Bears, 

Bradley, top U. S, amateur 
athlete in 1965 and a Rhodes 
§cholar at Oxford, may quit be- 
ing a professional athlete be- 
cause he fears sports are di- 
verting Americans’ attention 
from solving injustices beset- 
ting their fellow citizens: 

“Thousands of people who 
don't know me use my partici- 
pation on a Sunday afternoon 
as an excuse for non-action, as 
a 'fix’ to help them escape their 
everyday problems and our so- 
ciety’s problems. The toll of 
providing that experience is be- 
ginning to register on me.” 

Sayers, who rebounded from 
a serious knee injury to lead 
the National Football League in 
rushing (backfield running 
plays) with more than 1,000 
yards gained in 1969, sees the 
role of sports differently and 
quotes the late Coach Vince 
Lombardi. 

“Coach Lombardi believed 
that football symbolized the 
attributes of America — 
stamina, courage, te am- 
work, self-denial, sacrifice, 
Spartanism, unselfishness 
and respect for authority, 
Lombardi once said, ‘The 

time ‘has come to cheer for the 
achiever, the doer, the one who 
recognizes a problem and tries 
to do something about it. It 
time we look up to the winner 
and stand up and cheer for the 
winner.’ ” 

Bradley is not without respect 
for achievement but has let his 
train of thought take him over 
increasingly troubled, tortured 
terrain in recent months. 

A standout high school basket 
ball player in the St. Louis 
suburb of Crystal City, Bradley 
was both an athlete and a Phi 
Beta Kappa student at Prince- 
ton University. At one time, he 

as regarded by many as a po- 
tential President of the United 
States. 

Now 27 years old, Bradley has 
the rugged good looks, person- 
ality and speaking ability of a 
future officeholder, as well as 
intense awareness of pressing 
public issues, 

But he may have reached 
such excessively negative con- 
clusions about the United States 
that he would not win, nor seek, 
majority public support. 

He always has had an intense 
desire for parfection 

When he signed a four-year 
contract for $500,000 in 1967 to 
play in the National Basketball 
Association, ‘he explained, “I 
want to test myself against the 
best.” 

Speaking in St. Louis May 17 
at a dinner honoring athletes 
who also have high school scho- 
lastic attainments, Bradley pic- 
tured the Vietnam war, ecology 
and racial issues as sharply di- 
viding the nation. He asked the 
113 honorees to trust in life, 
make a commitment to develop 
themselves as individuals, and 
“become involved.” 

Bradley quoted protest sing- 
ers Bob Dylan and Joni Mitch- 
ell in describing the changing 
world as he views it today. 

“We live in a world where 
survival becomes even more 
precarious every day. ; 

“The basic racial antagonism 
‘of our American history re- 
mains festering without suffi- 
cient attention. 

“Ejighteen-year-old Americans 
are serit — unconstitutionally — 
to die in a civil war on an un- 
developed country on the other 
side of the world for the 
espoused purpose of protecting 
us. 

“Political fugitives com- 
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Pose one-half of the FBI’s 
most-wanted list. Hollow 
men in skyscrapers make 
private investment decisions 
without concern for man or 
nature, 

“Mass education programs 
students to fit in categories 
of mediocrity, where imagi- 
nation falls before the sword 
of efficiency. 

“We learn our myths 
early, and we see the world 
prove it. The myth of 
America’s moral superiority 
... of manifest destiny . .. 
of the melting pot and the 
deceptive belief in progress. 
“And hovering behind the 
myths lie the frightful pos- 
sibilities of nuclear war 
where man can return him- 
self to ashes. 

“Let us deal with the social 
environment of America which 
seems to be disintegrating be- 
fore our eyes. 

“One way to react is not to 
react . . . to pretend that there 
are no problems , . , that things 
today are like things yesterday 

, . that the values and modes 
that served the 1920s can also 
serve the 1970s. 

“The replies always are that 
America is the best country in 
the world and you are a traitor 
to criticize it. But is a man un- 
American to suggest’ and ex- 
plain the dimensions of our 
social and economic problems? 

“Most of you, I hope, won't 
forsake your perception. Most 
of you will admit that some- 
thing has gone wrong in our 
country, 

“And once your admission is 
out, you can begin to look for 
a cure. Unfortunately, for a 
number of young Americans, so 
much has gone wrong. that dis- 
illusionment has set in. 

“The problem seems so great 
that doing battle seems an im- 

ible option. 

‘They believe a's Joni Mitch- 
ell sings 

“Ice cream castles in the 
air, and feathered canyons 
everywhere, I’ve looked at 
clouds that’ way iB 

““But now they only block 
the sun, they rain and snow on 

So many things I 
done . 

“But clouds got in my way 
It's life’s illusions that I recall. 
1 really don't know life at 
ally ee? 

Continued Bradley, “A 
generation ago they would 
have called such a person 
a pessimist. In a few locker 
rooms some coaches might 
have called them quitters. 

“But more and more 
though everyone begins to 
see that these ‘quitters’ are 
really warm and gentle peo- 
ple whose only mistake was 
to believe early in life much 
of what was taught about 
America and life’s possibil- 
ities. 

“Others of you will react to 
the social environment by be- 
lieving textbook answers to the 
turmoil of our lives. You'll 
prepare in college for a future 
in the present social structure. 

“You'll acquire the skills, 
mostly verbal, that equip one 
‘to succeed in our corporate and 
government bureaucracy. 

“You'll emerge committed 
with your working life to better 
the ills of our nation. But my 
bet is that you won’t succeed. 

“Your life style will be de- 
tached from’ your professed 
ideals. You won't be able to per- 
sonalize your social concern. 

“The radical reaction is an- 
other alternative. It sets out to 
destroy the very institution that 
the liberal needs to give himself 
identity in life. 

“It says march, boycott, burn, 
abolish all organized athletics 
and make a revolution. 

“They are to be admired, I 
suppose, because they do act. 
Their action, however, should 
be ridiculed more than feared.”

Cooperation Could Cut Costs Substantially 


Sewage Treatment 


Secondary treatment of sanitary sewage 
discharged into the Mississippi River or other 
waters is going to be a necessity for the Quad- 
City area by the end of 1973, Illinois anti-pol- 
lution officials have decreed. The question is not 
whether there will be action, but whether it will 
be done in a way costly or not costly to local 
Property owners arrd residents. 

Judging by the discussion at the June 7. 
Granite City Township meeting—attended also 
by representatives of Venice, Nameoki and 
Chouteau_Townships—it would seem reason- 
able for Granite City to provide a letter of in- 
tent, indicating that it is willing to consider use 
of its proposed secondary treatment plant for 
disposal of sewage from the other townships 
as well as from Granite City. 

The letter would not be binding but would 
indicate the city fathers’ willingness to “sit down 
and work out an agreement,” it was brought 
out. 

Some sort of cooperative approach is nec- 
essary unless there are to be two plants, which 
would be costlier and which might jeopardize 
Springfield and Washington financial participa 
tion. 

The cost facing Granite Cityans, estimated 
at up to $15,300,000, can be reduced consid- 
erably and perhaps totally. 

It has been estimated that 50% could be 
derived from federal grants and 30% from the 
state's $750 million pollution bond issue ap- 
proved by voters in November 1970. ‘This 
would leave 2()% or about $3 million to be fi- 
nanced by the city. And the other townships’ 
offer of fees to the city—in exchange for the 
right to connect laterals—could repay the city's 
share of the cost. 

The city's initial contribution also might 
be reduced from the present projection, since 
the plan until now has called for city construc- 
tion of interceptor lines to points outside the 
municipal boundaries. The. townships offered 
last weck to finance installation of all laterals 
and interceptor lines to the city limits. 

As was pointed out by a spokesman for 
the other townships, ‘‘If Granite City should de- 
cide not to sell us treatment, we must plan our 
own program and there necessarily would have 
to be two treatment plants. | am sure that the 
government :(state and federal) and we would 
fight this. 

“We are praying for the cooperation of 
the city of Granite City. The county (multiple 
township group) eventually would pay for your 
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utilities and in- 


full 20% cost in your own program and would 
build and size the sewers in our area to meet 
future needs to the point that Granite City 
never would have to build any more intercep- 
tor sewers.”” 

It is noteworthy that the treatment-sewer 
engineer hired by the City Council agreed with 
the wisdom of permitting the suggested link 
between city and.township lines. The fees for 
treatment would offset the city’s share and pro- 
vide the Granite City program without cost to 
the city, while. also solving the surrounding 
area's sanitary-treatment problems, he pointed 
out 

A strong and reasonable case has been 
presented. Undoubtedly, aldermen will give it 
Prompt, fair and serious consideration. 


Early Willingness to Obey Hijackers May 
Have Encouraged Them; Air Passenger Slain 


When initial airliner hijackings occurred, 

authorities leaned over backw&rd to comply 
with whatever outrageous demands were made. 
Their goal, they said, was to protect other pas- 
sengers. 
i But a serious side effect was that the gen- 
eral lack of resistance encouraged others to try 
the same thing, and scores of flight reroutings 
have taken place, most of them to Cuba. 

Now, a passenger fatality has been record- 
ed. Howard Franks, 65, Darien, Conn., had 
just bought a home in Albuquerque, N. MS 
where the pate 12 flight originated, and was re- 
turning to Connecticut to complete plans for the 
move. 

He was shot to death during the flight to 
Chicago, allegedly by Gregory White, 23, Har- 
vey, Ill., who is charged with homicide and sky 
piracy. After passengers and the body were re- 
moved from the plane in Chicago, he ordered 
that the jet continue to New York, where he 
said he would seek $75,000, a machine gun and 
a plane to fly him to North Vietnam. Instead, 
he was wounded during an exchange of shots 
with two crew members and a deputy marshal 
who had climbed aboard through a cabin win- 
dow. After the landing in New. York, the sus- 
pect was taken into custody. * 

One wonders whether a sterner response 
months ago, well Hefore the hiring of sky mar- 
shals, might have curtailed the frequency of 
hijacking attempts before they became a “fad.” 


Compromise Necessary to Assure Funds for 
Airports, Highways, Transit Improvements 


A compromise should be sought between 
top Illinois Democratic and Republican leaders 
so that the $15 million needed for airport land 
acquisition in St. Clair County can be provided 
this month by the General Assembly. The bond 
allocation is essential to the establishment of a 
new St. Louis metropolitan airport geared to 
the needs of the 1980's and 1990s. 

The $15 million is part of a $900 million 
transportation bond issue recommended by Illi- 
nois Governor Richard Ogilvie, whose party, 
the GOP, controls the House of Representa. 
tives. 

Chicago Mayor Richard Daley, whose 
party, the Democrats, controls the Senate, is 
said to be holding out for state-federal assur- 
ance regarding operating funds for the Chicago 
Transit Authority and construction funds for a 
crosstown express highway. 

The bond issue itself proposes $600 mil- 
lion for arterial freeways, mostly in Down- 
state Illinois; $200 million for urban transit cap- 
ital improvements; and $100 million for devel- 
opment of airports in the state. Three-fifths 
Support is needed in both the House and Sen- 
ate, and this will not be difficult to achieve if 
Daley and Ogilvie reach agreement on the high- 
way and transit issues.

In addition to endangering 
human life, Disaster Lobbyists 
are making things as diffi- 
cult as possible for us  sur- 
vivors. 

By preventing electric com- 
panies from building new pow- 
er plants, they have caused 
most of those blackouts we’ve 
been experiencing. 

By winning the fight for 
compulsory seat belts in auto- 
mobiles, they have forced the 
67% of all Americans who do 
not use seat belts to waste $250 
million a year buying them 
anyway. 

By demanding fewer sizes in 
package goods on the ground 
that this will make shopping 
easier for the handful of dumb- 
bells in our society, they are- 
preventing the intelligent ma- 
jority of housewives from buy- 
ing merchandise in: the quanti- 
ties most convenient and most 
efficient for their needs. 

And I don’t have to tell any- 
one what the Disaster crowd 
has done and is doing to make 
washday a nightmare in mil- 
lions of American homes. 

By having the sale of deterg- 
ents banned in some areas and 
by. stirring up needless fears 
throughout the country, they 
have missed the point entirely. 

As Vice-President Charles 
Bueltman of the Soap and De- 
tergent Association recently 
pointed out, detergents with 
phosphates are perfectly safe, 
eminently effective and ad- 
mirably cheap. 

And if they foam up the wa- 
ter supply in some communi- 
ties, the obvious remedy is an 
improved sewer system. 

To ban detergents is the 
kind of overkill that might 
be compared with burning 
down your house to get rid 
of termites. 

But of all activities of the 
Disaster Lobbyists, the most in- 
sidious aré their attempts to 
destroy our free enterprise sys- 
tem. And they are succeeding 
too well. 

According to Prof. Yale Bro- 
zen of the University of Chica- 
go, free enterprise in the Unit- 
ed States is only half alive. 

He cited as evidence our gov- 
ernment’s, control of the mail, 
water supplies, schools, air- 
lines, railroads, highways, 


sufance companies, along with 
its regulatory involvement in 
other industries. 

And his statement was made 
prior to introduction in Con- 
gress last year of 150 bills de- 
signed to broaden influence 
over private business, 

Fortunately, most of the bills 
were defeated or died in com- 
mittee. But they will be back in 
the hopper this year, along with 
some new bills. 

And they will, have support 
from the darlings of the Dis- 
aster Lobby. — senators like 
Moss, Proxmire and Hart and 
representatives like Rosenthal 
of New York. 

If so many important people 
are against free enterprise, is 
it worth saving? I think it is. 

With all its faults, it is by 
far the best system yet devised 
for the production, distribution 
and widespread enjoyment of 
goods and services. 

It is more than coinci- 
dence that virtually all of 
mankind’s scientific prog- 
ress came in the two cen- 
turies when free enterprise 
was operative in the West- 
ern world, and that most 
of the progress was 
achieved in the nation re- 
garded as the leading ex- 
ponent of free enterprise: 
the United States of Amer- 
ica. 

For in the past 200 years 
—an eyeblink in history— 
an America geared to pri- 
vate industry has conquered 
communicable diseases, 
abolished starvation, brought 
literacy to the masses, 
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transported men to another 
planet and expanded the 
horizons of its citizens to 
an almost incredible degree 
by. giving them wheels and 
wings and electronic exten- 
sions of their eyes, their 
ears, their hands, even 
their brains. 

It has made available to 
the average American lux- 
uries that a short time ago 
were beyond the: reach of 
the wealthiest plutocrat. 

And by developing quick- 
cook meals and labor-sav- 
ing appliances, it has cut 
kitchen chores in most 
homes from five hours a 
day to an hour and a half— 
and as a result has done 
more to liberate women 
than all of the bra-burning 
Betty Friedans, Gloria 
Steinems and Kate Milletts 
combined. 

But the practical benefits of 
free enterprise are not my prin- 
cipal reason for wanting to 
preserve the system. 

To me, the chief advantage of 
free enterprise is in the word 
“‘free.’? 

“Free” as opposed to con- 
trolled. “‘Free’’ as opposed to 
repressed. “‘Free”’ as in “free- 
dom.” 

I am always amazed that 
members of the Disaster Lobby 
—libertarians , who champion 
the cause of freedom from 
every podium, who insist on 
everyone’s right to dissent, to 
demonstrate, to curse police- 
men and smoke pot and burn 
draft cards and fly the flags of 
our enemies while trampling 
our own—these jealous guardi-

tive to act and speak without 
government restraint are also 
the mo&t, outspoken advocates 
of eliminating freedom in one 
area. 

When it comes to commerce, 
to the making and marketing of 
goods, our liberty-loving Dis- 
aster Lobby is in favor of re- 
placing freedom with rigid con- 
trols, 

And let us not minimize the 
value of this freedom of com- 
merce to every man, woman 
and child in our country. 

This is the freedom that 
makes it possible for the con- 
sumer to buy one quart of milk 
at a time—even though a gov- 
ernment economist may think 
gallon containers are more ef- 
ficient and quarts should be 
abolished. 

This is the freedom that 
enables the consumer to 
buy rye bread if he prefers 
the taste — although some- 
one in Washington may feel 
that whole-wheat is more 
nutritious and rye should be 
outlawed. 

This is the freedom that 
allows the consumer to buy 
a refrigerator in avocado 
green despite some bureau- 
crat’s desire to have all re- 
frigeratorsomade in white 
because it would be, more 
economical that way. 

For in a free economy, 
the consumer—through his 
pocketbook — determines 
what is sold. The consumer 
dictates the sizes, the 
shapes, the quality, the col- 
or, even the price. 

And anyone who doubts the 
importance of this element of 
freedom ought to visit one of 
those grim, drab countries 
where the government decides 
what should and what should 
not be marketed. 

But this is the direction in 
which the Disaster Lobby is 
pushing our country. 

What surprises me is how 
few of us seem to recognize the 
enormity of the threat. 

Instead of fighting back, we 
keep giving in to each insane 
demand of the consumerists— 
in the hope, I suppose, that— 
if we are accommodating 
enough — the danger will go 
away.

This Fourth of July marks 
America’s 195th birthday. In 
celebration of the event, this 
holiday has been designated as 
Honor America Day. 

The purpose of Honor Ameri- 
ca Day is to promote patriotism 
—to help create a greater 
spirit of unity among all Amer- 
ican citizens. 

The idea is a timely one. 
The country today is beset 
by grave human problems 
which affect our daily liv- 
ing, and which we have 
been too slow. in solving. 

As a consequence, youth 
is in rebellion. Our young 
people want a better soci- 
ety, and they want it with- 
out delay. 

Many of them seem to feel 
that the only way in which im- 
provement can be brought 
about is by revolutionary 
means. 

They seem to feel that what 
has been accomplished up to 
now doesn’t count, and that 
patriotism is outmoded.

Outline Strict Conduct Rules 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


You may or may not have 
read or heard of a lawyer be- 
ing charged with “unethical 
and unprofessional conduct” 
with reference to his law prac- 
tice. 

When one considers the 
many housands of lawyers cur- 
rently engaged in the practice 
of law in Illinois, the number 
of these occurrences is ex- 
tremely small. 


This adverse publicity is of- - 


ten the only thing that non- 
lawyers ‘hear about the ethics 
of the legal profession, and 
then in a negative sense. Peo- 
ple who abide by the rules of 
their profession or occupation 
usually do not make news- 
worthy stories. 

What many people do not 
realize is that strict rules of 
conduct are imposed upon at- 
torneys by what is known as 
the “Code of Professional Re- 
sponsibility.”” 

The Illinois State Bar.Asso- 
ciation has canons of ethics set 
out in the code which its mem- 
bers must observe, The Illi- 
nois Supreme Court has stated 
many times that lawyers m. 
be subject to professional dis- 
cipline for not observing these 
canons. 

The code of ethics is 
policed and enforced large- 
ly by the lawyers them- 
selves. Violations may lead 
to professional discipline 
such as disbarment censure 
or suspension from the 
practice of law. 

The following are some of 
the more signiciant ISBA can- 
ons within the framework of 
which Illinois lawyers are to 
conduct their practices: 

1) Influencing Decisions. A 
lawyer is not allowed to at- 
tempt to exert personal influ- 
ence on a court and may not 
approach a judge outside of 
court for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the judge’s views or influ- 
encing his opinions on matters 
before him in court. Nor may 
a lawyer privately contact 
members of a jury in order to 
influence their decisions. 

2) Defense of Criminals. It 
is the duty of lawyers to under- 
take the defense of the accused 
so that innocent persons are not 
denied a proper defense. If 
lawyers refused to defend the 
guilty, they would be acting 
as judge and jury before the 
trial

After agreeing to defend 
the accused, a lawyer is 
bound to utilize by fair 
means all defenses Which 
are available under the law. 

The public prosecutor’s 
primary concern is not to 
convict the ‘accused, but to 
see that justice is done. 

Consequently, he may be 

duty bound to aid the ac- 

cused if he learns of facts 
which establish his inno- 
cence, 

3) Conflicting Interests. A 
lawyer may not represent two 
or more parties in the same 
matter if the interests of one 
party conflict with the interests 
of the other—unless he explains 
the situation to all parties in- 
volved and obtains their consent 
to continue in..the matter as 
their attorney. 

Also, a lawyer can’t repre- 
sent a client in a matter which 
would require him to divulge 
information revealed to him in 
confidence by .a former client 

4) Confidential Information. 

This is of prime importance 
in preserving the dignity of the 
legal profession. A lawyer must 
guard scrupulously the facts 
revealed to him in secret by a 
client. 

He or his employes may not 
disclose any confidential infor- 
mation even to close relatives, 
even after his employment on 
the case is ended, 

He can’t be forced to testify 
about confidential disclosures, 
unless the client consents or 
the client is about to commit 
a crime. 

5) Fixing Fees. Lawyers 
must charge reasonable fees. 
They are admonished against 
charging more than their usual 
fee because a client is able to 
pay a higher rate. However, 
every lawyer. is expected to do- 
nate some services to those 
who would not otherwise be 
able to afford a lawyer. 

6) Solicitation. Lawyers are 
strictly forbidden to _ solicit 
professional employment in any 
way. For example, lawyers 
may not use circulars, adver- 
tisements or runners in order 
to secure law business. 

Solicitation or so-called “am- 
bulance chasing”? is -conduct 
which is repréhensible and un- 
dermines the traditions: and 
best interests of the legal 
profession,

“Right now the largest, best 
trained legal and investigative 
staff in the state, and perhaps 
the whole nation, is limited to 
civil law suits in areas such as

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Pontoon Street Work by 
Township is Proposed 


A plan under which the Vil- 
lage of Pontoon Beach would 
have its street jmprovement 
and street maintenance work 
done by Nameoki township, by 
turning over to the township 
its motor fuel tax revenue and 
its share of township highway 
tax, was considered in a meet- 
ing of the village board and 
the Nameoki town board Thurs- 
day night. 

The proposal was advanced 
by Nameoki Supervisor Louis 
Whitsell in a combined recessed 
meeting of the village board 
and a special meeting of the 
town board at the Long Lake 
Fire Hall in Pontoon Beach. 
Whitsell said such a plan would 
provide the village with a com- 
plete program of street mainte- 
nance and improvement work 
at no additional cost to the vil- 
lage, and at the same time 
would provide the township 
highway department with addi- 
tional funds for equipment, re- 
pairs and other routine highway 
costs. 

Under. the present arrange- 
ment, it was pointed out to the 
village board by town officials, 
Pontoon Beach has no street 
department, no street mainte- 
nance equipment and no speci- 
fic program for street mainte- 
nance. The village receives mo- 
tor fuel tax funds from the 
state and a share of the town- 
ship road and bridge and hard 
road fund taxes paid to the 
township. With these funds, the 


village does its street improve- 
ment gr maintenance work on 
a job basis by contract. 

Full Boards Attend 

All members of the town 
board, Township Highway Com- 
missioner Albert Bell, Village 
Mayor Thomas Staicoff and all 
members of the village board 
attended the meeting which lat- 
er revolved into a_ recessed 
meeting of the village board in 
which routine business, ‘includ- 
ing approval of bills, was com- 
pleted. 

Whitsell proposed that 
agreement. which might 
worked out under which the 
township handled the village 
road work necessarily should 
be on a four-year basis. “Other- 
wise we could spend a year 
getling the roads in shape and 
then the village might decide 
on some other plan,” Whitsell 
said. 

The discussion resulted in a 
decision to work out cost fig- 
ures and other details of such 
a plan by a committee of the 
village board and a committee 
of the town board. 

The officials agreed any plan 
for village-township cooperation 
also should be developed on a 
non-profit basis for the town- 
ship. 

An_ alternative plan _provid- 
ing for the township handling 
the village road work on a job- 
to-job basis, with payment 
based on an actual cost basis, 
also was discussed.

Legislative Fight Threat 
To Airport Bond Funds 


Possibility of a delay in the 
timetable for development of 
the proposed new metropolitan 
area airport near Waterloo was 
seen late last week in a con- 
flict between Chicago Demo- 
crats and Illinois House Repub- 
licans over. a division of funds 
from the $900 million bond is- 
sue sought by Governor Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie. 

With the Illinojs legislature 
scheduled to end its current 
session June 30, Chicago Dem- 
ocrats have made it clear that 
they will kill the metropolitan 
airport bill calling for $15 mil- 
lion for land acquisition unless 
they are assured a $24 million 
grant for Chicago’s mass tran- 
sit system. 

The bond issue bill, which re- 
quires a three-fifth majority of 
the General Assembly for pas- 
sage sets up $100 million for 
airports over the next four 
years. It also contains $600 mil- 
lion for freeways — mostly in 
southern Ilinois—and $200 -mil- 
lion for mass transit develop- 
ment. 

The Bi-State Development 
Agency, parent body of Bi-State 
Transit System which operates 
the Illinois-Missouri bus facili- 
ties in this area, would receive 
funds from the mass transit 
allocation of the bond issue, al- 
though no exact amount has 
been worked out. The figure has 
been estimated at- $750,000 in 
some quarters. 

Object to Bi-State Fund 

Chicago legislators object to 
some phases of the 31-bill bond 
issue package, particularly the 
allocation to Bi-State and the 
metropolitan airport allotment 
which they contend will serve 
Missouri as much or more than 
it will Illinois. As_a result, they 
are attempting to work out a 
compromise that would assure 
the $24 million grant to the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority 

In return, Republican legisla- 
tors are threatening to block 


several key bills sought by Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 

While the deadline for most 
bills in the Ilinois House was 
Saturday, the bond issue meas- 
ure is not affected by this dead- 
line. House Speaker’ Robert 
Blair (R-Park Forest) main 
sponsor of the bond issue pro- 
pousal for Governor Ogilvie has 
not called the bill-to a vote in the 
House. He is reported attempt- 
ing a compromise with the Chi- 
cago. legislators to, assure the 
107 votes needed for passage. 

Meanwhile, Arven H. Saun- 
ders, executive director of the 
St. Louis Metropolitan Area Air- 
port Authority, announced dur- 
ing the weekend that Federal 
hearings on the selection of a 
site for the airport will be held 
during the latter part of July or 
early August. Hearings will be 
scheduled in Monroe and - St. 
Clair counties since the pres- 
ently selected site lies in parts 
of both counties. 

Illinois studies prepared for 
the airport authority recom- 
mend location of the airport 3.5 
miles northeast of Waterloo. A 
spokesman at the governor's of- 
fice said Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration and airlihe approv- 
al of the, site is expected by 
late summer so that buying of 
land may get under way in 
early fall. 

Proponents of the airport 
plan pointed out that defeat of 
the bond issue for airports 
would be particularly disas- 
trous because the $100 million, 
with federal and local shares, 
would be tantamount to $400 
million.
